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Convocation honors Merrill 


On March 23, an estimated 1,500 
people from the Gallaudet community 
gathered to honor President Edward C. 
Merrill, Jr. the fourth President of 
Gallaudet College. Merrill will be step- 
ping down as president on Sept. 30, 
1983. The academic Convocation was 
held in the Field House, one of the 
many new buildings added to the cam- 
pus during Merrill’s 13 plus years as 
president. 

In October, 1969 “Pete” Merrill and 
his wife, Frances, moved into the Ed- 
ward Miner Gallaudet residence and 
began their life as Gallaudet’s first fami- 
ly. Speakers at the Convocation told 
story after story of their association with 
the Merrills. 

Mistress of Ceremonies Nanette 
Fabray MacDougall told those gathered 
about her first meeting with Merrill 
following her husband’s death in 1973. 
She was looking for a way to keep her 
husband’s memory alive as well as 
serve the deaf community. She was 
unsure what to do. She met with Dr. 
Merrill and found him to be “a quiet 
man with a great gift of word.” The 
MacDougall Creative Writing Awards 
are the result of that meeting. 

The Rev. Timothy J. Healy, S.J., 
president of Georgetown University, 
gave the Convocation address. He 
spoke of Merrill’s leadership and said 
that “the 13 years of his presidency 
have been rich in growth and service.’ 
He listed several of the new programs 
and divisions established by Merrill at 
Gallaudet College: Pre-College 
Outreach Program and its Demonstra- 
tion Schools, the new Research In-

Healy went on to compliment Merrill 
by talking about “Gallaudet as it 
touches academic America. Gallaudet 
embodies one of the great dreams of 
the American people.” Healy continued 
by saying that “Gallaudet College was 
the first national statement that the 
hearing-impaired could learn at the col- 
lege level, and the first chance for 
many of them to do so.” 

The “many” who have done so were 
represented at the Convocation by 
Gerald Burstein of the Alumni 
Association. “Bummy” spoke of Mer- 
rill’s presidency from the beginning 
when he impressed the community 
with his ardor in learning sign language 
to the heritage of advancements in 
education and employment of deaf 
people that he leaves behind. “We

W. Lloyd Johns, current president of 
California State University at 
Sacramento, will assume the leadership 
of Gallaudet College next Oct. 1 when 
he becomes the fifth president of 
Gallaudet. 

‘!’m both proud and pleased to be 
selected as the fifth president of 
Gallaudet College and to follow the 
lead of President Merrill,” Johns said at 
a press conference held in the Ely 
Auditorium March 24. 

The announcement of Johns’ selec- 
tion was made at the press conference 
by Alexander Patterson, Board of 
Trustees members and chairman of the 
Presidential Search Committee. Patter- 
son said the committee has been work- | 
ing for the past seven or eight months 
to select a new president for Gallaudet. 

In welcoming Dr. and Mrs. Johns to 
Kendall Green, President Edward C. 
Merrill, Jr. told those gathered that the 
new president will both shape the 
future of the College and be shaped by 
Gallaudet. “Be sure to pick on him the 
way you did on me, OK?” he told the 
audience. He added that he has a 
good feeling about the future and 
knows that others agree. 

Johns, who has more than 30 years 
of experience in education and educa- 
tional administration, told members of 
the press and the Gallaudet community 
that Gallaudet has a “rich past, a 
responsible present and the potential 
for a dynamic future.” He said that he 
and his wife, Dorene, will work 
together to ensure the future and 
respect for the Gallaudet legacy 
throughout the world. He noted that 
the future strength of Gallaudet lies in 
expanding its work “on both a national 
and international basis.”

Those of you with diet dilemmas 
may benefit from William Bennett and 
Joel Gurin’s theory in The Dieter’s

ma is not another “follow the menu” 
diet book; the authors explain that 
weight is physiologically regulated and 
no amount of dieting can alter this.

People” or “The Third Wave” on 
television. These two films were 
adapted from Kon James’ ‘No 
Substitute for Madness (371.11 J6n 
1981). Mr. James, a teacher, describes 
the forces and events that shaped his 
life. 

Another new arrival in the biography 
section is Francois Kersaudy’s Churchill 
and DeGaulle (940.53 K4c 1981). The 
relationship between the Prime Minister 
of Great Britain and the leader of 
France is described. 

You may find it interesting to browse 
through photographs of men’s clothes 
in the American Men’s Wear 
1861-1982 (646.32 S45a 1982).

Johns, who received his doctorate in 
Educational Administration from the 
University of Southern California, has 
taught in elementary school, served as 
a junior high school and high school 
principal and taught on the collegiate 
level. He held several positions be- 
tween 1965-75 at California State 
University at Northridge and during 
that time also served as a faculty 
member with the National Leadership 
Training Program in the Area of the 
Deaf. 

After serving for several years at 
California State University at Sonoma, 
where he became acting president of 
the University, he moved to California 
State University at Sacramento in 1977 
as executive vice president and a year 
later was promoted to president.

The Gallaudet College Board of 
Trustees conducted its annual business 
meeting on Thursday, March 24. The 
Board elected the following officers:

The Board 
suggested that placement reports 
should contain more detail so that 
trends in employment of Gallaudet 
graduates can be better interpreted.

Help police buy bullet-proof vests 


The Washington Metropolitan Police 
Department is currently raising funds to 
buy bullet-proof vests for 3,000 of its 
officers. The goal of the campaign is to 
raise $250,000 through the contribu- 
tions of citizens, associations, busi- 
nesses and local college communities. 
So far, the campaign has received 
strong support from such organizations 
as the Washington Post, WRC-TV and 
the Washington Metropolitan Area 
Transit Authority (Metro). To date, 
$90,000 has been raised. 

During the week of April 11, the 
faculties, staffs and students of area 
colleges and universities will be making 
their contributions to “Invest in a Vest.” 
Gallaudet will be joined by other area 
universities in contributing to the fund. 
These institutions will pool their collec-

The goal for the Gallaudet communi- 
ty is to raise $3,500. This is enough to 
purchase 23 of the $150 vests. To en- 
courage group donations, each $150 
contribution will be applied to the pur- 
chase of a vest which will bear the 
name of the contributor, so that the of- 
ficer who wears it will know who cares 
enough to help protect his/her life. 

Further information will be distributed 
on campus as campaign week ap- 
proaches. During that week, a vest will 
be on display at campus dining loca- 
tions. MPD officers will be present to 
respond to any questions.
